Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Inten/iew induding description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Stasa initiated the interview by explaining the proposed 
amendments to claims 1 and 9 and explained briefly his reasoning as to why they are patentable over the prior art of 
record. Mr. Ailes then requested clarification of the terminology "fixed collectors" Mr. Strasa cited in the specification 
filed page 17, line 28 - page 18, line 2, page 20, lines 1-3 and figure 7 the best portions of the specification as 
representing the claimed "fixed collectors" The Examiner then directed attention to prior art teaching the idea of having 
"fixed collectors" that collect statistics, specificatlly col. 3, lines 49-54 of Yavatkar (US 6,735,702 B1). Yavatkar 
discloses the use of an agent (watchdog agent) that collects statistics at select network nodes and remains stationary. 
Mr. Strasa, Mr. Ailes, and Ms. Prieto all agree that the specification as written is unclear in temis of "fixed collectors" 
and also it was agreed that the prior art cited by Examiner Ailes reads on the claims as written. No suggestion was 
given by the Examiner , 
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
